How then can peace be found? he
asked, In Job xxii21 appears the
way, "Acquaint now thyself with Him
and be at peace; thereby good shall
come Into thee Job lost property,
children and all that man holds dear
and there was visited upon him a ter-
rible wfitliotion of boils, yet he did not
despalr, but with fortitude sought out
God, was made acquainted and found
peace, In all his trials he exclaimed,
“Though He slay me, yet will I trust
in Him, (Job xiii:15)

CAN BE ACCOMPLISHED.

To do this, to get acqualnted, It is
not necessary, Mr. Crittendon said,
to go to heaven. Through Jesus, who
Is alwvays present, it can be aeccom=-
plished, “Uphold me according to thy
word, that I may Hve, and let me not
be ashamed of my hope.'
